Criticizes Kaiser’s Speeches.

PRESIDENT’S ‘NO’. 
DISAPPOINTS 
SWEDISH PEOPLE

STOCKHOLM; Aug. 31.—In the Swed- 
ish press President Wilson’s answer to 
the pope’s peace proposal is the most 
important news of the day, momentarily 
eclipsing even the dark economic situ- 
ation. The advance summary of the 
reply, undeniably, made a tremendous 
impression on Swedish public opinion, 
whieh is digesting it with mixed emo- 

tions. 

All Swedes, with rare exceptions, are 
for peace at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, since only peace can get Sweden 
out of its economic dilerama. Conse- 
quently, President Wilson’s unfavorable 
answer is the source of deep disappoint- 
ment to most patriotic Swedes. On the 
other hand, the motives impelling Presl- 
dent WIlson's refusal to consider nego- 
tiations with the present German gov- 
ernment are much more intelligible to 
Swedes than they would have been a 
month ago. 

The first echoes from Germany, indi- 
cate bitter disappointment over Presi- 
dent Wilson's answer. The first impres-

The price of family flour, Mr. Hoover 
said, should be reduced at the present 
price of wheat at least two or three 
dollars a barrel. Bakers’ flour, however, 
will sell little cheaper than at present. 


Delay Move for Reduction. 

C. I. Corby, who is serving for the 
bakers of the country as a. voluntary 
aid to Mr. Hoover, said tonight that a 
sixteen ounce loaf for ten cents would 
represent a slight reduction in present 
prices. Standardization, he said, would 
be hard to bring about, since varying 
costs in ingredients that go into bread 
have made it necessary to increase or 
reduce the size of the loaf. |

Baltimore is 
placed at 9 cents more than Chicago 
and New York at 10 cents over, and 
the freight differences between those 
points and Chicago are, 8.28 cents and

5 Cent Bread? Can’t Be Done. 


Five cent bread, with wheat selling at 
2.20 and flour about $12 a barrel, is an 
impossibility, according to leading bak- 
ers. The price of flour has not been 
fixed, but it is thought that it will be 
close to $12. 

The views of bakers were summarized 
in the following statement, which was 
given out yesterday by Paul Schulze of 
the Schulze Baking company:

The master of the rolls has precedence 
over all the other judges of the Supreme 
court of judicature, with the exception 
of the lord high chancellor and the lord 
chief justice, next to whom he ranks 
alike in dignity and in emoluments. One 


_hears of the master of the rolls already 


at the beginning of the thirteenth cen- 
tury, and there is no doubt that in the 
origin he had charge of all the patents, 
grants, and writs issued under the great 
seal, and that he often fulfilled the duties 
of the lord chancellor and keeper of the 
great seal during the latter's absence. 
In fact, at one time he used to be known 
as the vice chancellor of the realm. For- 
merly he was eligible to a seat in the 


‘house of commons. But he was de- 
prived of this privilege, enjoyed by no 


other member of the judicial bench, by. 
an act of parliament passed in 1873, de- 
barring all judges of the high court of 
justice and of the Court of Appeals from 
sitting in the house of commons,» 

The master of the rolls has custody of 
all the national records, which date back 
for more than a thousand years—since 
times considerably prior to even the 
Norman conquest—and which, compris+ 
ing Doomsday Book, are preserved in a 
large building known ab the Rolls house, 
which opens on to Chancery lane 
through an arched gateway. It ts pre- 
cisely on account of his keepership of the 
state records that the master of the 
rolls is more frequently consulted by the 
monarch than any other law officer of 
the crown, on points concerning his pre- 
rogatives and duties as a sovereign. He 
receives a salary of $30,000 a year, which 
is $5,000 more than the lord justices of 


appeal or the judges of the high court 


of justice, and he is usually created a 
peer of the realm on his appointment. 

In the retirement of Lord Cozens- 
Hardy, the bench cannot be said to lose 
an ornament. For he has enjoyed the 
well deserved reputation of being quite 
the ugliest man, first at the ‘bar, and 
afterwards on the bench. Moreover, he 
lacks that repose which is generally as- 
sociated with ideas of the grave, sedate, 
and impressive English judges, with 
their scarlet robes, their ermine, and 
their full-bottom wigs, such as those 
worn by Louls XIV. at Versailles, and 
by Charlies II. at Whitehall, Lord 
Cozens-Hardy is as mercurial as bis 
brain. He is always bubbling over with 
excitement, that is either pleasurable or 
the reverse; is forever rushing about in 
a manner quite the opposite of stately, 
and was very happily caricatured some 
time ago in London Punch ag racing 
down the corridof® of the law courts, 
with his robes flying, and the doors 
swinging and banging in every direction.

I presented my view as to the proper 
course to be pursued, but I did not use 
the word treason or other epithet. 

I tried to emphasize two points—first, 
that after the government has acted 
there should be acquiescence on the part 
of the citizen and support of the action 
taken. Second, thag in protesting against 
any proposed action the citizen: should 
be careful not to risk injury to his coun- 
try by creating discord or by giving en- 
couragement to the enemy. 

I suggested, as I have at other times, 
that any one feeling it hig duty to give 
expression to protest or to offer sugges- 
tions, should communieate with his pres- 
ident, with one of his senators, or with 
hig member of congress, instead of ex- 
pressing himself in print. A direct com- 
munication will reach the official in- 
trusted with responsibility, while ex- 
pression through the press may, without 
enlightening those in authority, be trans- 
mitted to the enemy and do harm by 
giving the appearance of hostility to a 
course that may afterwards be adapted 
by the government. 

It is not always a question of bare 
legal right: the patriotic citizen will con- 
sider whether it is wise to exercise a 
right if By exercising it he runs the risk 
of injuring his country. |
